The railroad compan,>'s bill, 
which alleges conspiracy to dc}lraiid, 
names the following men: 
Orland S. Keith, former superin­ 
tendent of transportation. 
Joseph E. Buker, former assistant 
superintendent of the car machinery . 
William Renshaw, former superin­ 
tendent of machinery . 
John M. Tay lor, 
former 
general 
storekeeper. 
In connection with these charges 
made against its former officials the 
Illinois Central road declares in its 
bill that these concerns profited in 
alleged overcharges on 
car 
repair 
work in the following amounts: 
The Blue Island 
Equipment 
com­ 
pany , $ 400,000. 
The American Car and Eiquipment 
company , $ 100,000. 
Aosterman 
Manufacturing 
compa­ 
ny , $ 750,000. 
The Memphis Car company , $ 300,- 
000. 
The International Car company , no 
amount named. 
In addition to the suit filed against 
the four former officials, the railroad 
also filed suits for 
an 
accounting 
against the W est Pullman Car com­ 
pany and against the American Car 
and 
Equipment 
company . 
These 
suits were also filed in the circuit 
court. 
The action follows months of in­ 
vestigation by the railroad company 
and numerous rumors of an alleged 
graft “ring” in the Illinois Central 
railroad. 
Heretofore, 
high 
officials 
of the road have stoutly denied that 
there existed any trouble of this al­ 
léger character. 
The bill against thq^four former de­ 
partment heads alleges that the naen 
entered into a conspiracy in .Tune, 
1906, and from that date until 'April. 
1910, the railroad company was de­ 
frauded out of nearly $ 2,000,000. 
The defendants are alleged to have 
represented to the corporation that 
the company ’s repai$ work could be 
done more cheaply by 
independent 
concerns than at the railroad’s own 
shops. 
When the contracts were given to 
certain 
independent concerns, 
the 
bill charges, the railroad 
company 
began pay ing a long series of over­ 
charges, from which certain superin­ 
tendents are declared to have ob­ 
tained thousands of dollars.

Shark Fishing Off Ho no lu.u. 
“One of Honolulu’s 
most exciting 
pastimes 
is 
shark 
fishing,” 
said 
George T. Wilson, a planter of Hono­ 
lulu. 
“Large 
sharks 
abound off 
Honolulu harbor, and fishermen may 
usually count on bringing back one 
or two sea monsters from eight 
to 
fourteen feet long by going three or 
four miles from shore. The fish may 
either be harpooned or hooked, the 
latter method being the easier. 
The 
harpooning* is more dangerous and 
more difflfcult. 
“The shark fishers need a small 
launch, a dead horse, some harpoons 
or hooks and some large calibre rifles. 
The horse is sometmes killed a day 
or two 
before the 
expedition, as 
sharks are supposed to like 
their 
horse -meat ‘high*. The horse is tied 
at the end of a rope and left to float 
about 
sixty 
feet 
away from the 
launch, and then the wait for th« 
sharks begins. 
“A shark will usually show up in a 
very short 
time. 
At a distance of 
sixty feet he is a long green object 
of Indefinite outlines. 
He approaches 
the dead horse slowly until a few 
feet away and then veers off to one 
ttde and 
disappears. 
But he 
al­ 
way s returns. 
Over and over again, 
sometimes for an hour, he will clr- 
about the dead animal, seeming 
to be as suspicious as any fox. While 
t 


e shark is making these repeated 
vestigations 
the 
bait is 
slowly 
drawn toward the boat. 
When har­ 
pooning 
is to be done the 
bait is 
drawn feradually 
closer until . the 
shark comes 
right up to the boat. 
Then the harpoon is plunged 
into 
him and the battle begins. 
He gets 
exhausted by and by and 
then the 
lifies come into play . 
“The sharks are more easily hook­ 
ed than harpooned. 
Many 
tourists 
who come to Honolulu get up shark 
fishing parties. 
There are launches 
and . assistants for hire. 
The shark 
usually goes to the 
fishermen who 
help, and a* small sum is to be rea­ 
lized from the oil its liver affords.”— 
Washington Herald.

erin g is

can be easily an d prettily gathered 
If the proper method is used , an d it 
Is by far the easiest. 
First len gthen 
the stitch an d then tighten the ten ­ 
sion . 
Formerly the popular method 
was to loosen the ten sion , but this is 
n ot n early so satisfactory as tighten ­ 
in g It. 
With but little practice on e 
can learn to gauge this 
tighten in g 
un til but little after 
pullin g up is 
n ecessary. 
This method throws the 
pullin g thread to the upper sid e, so 
that a coarser spool of thread hCTO 
is d esired .
